Cleveland reforms 


City warned over police complaints 


Clear case backlog or face ‘intrusive’ measures, Judge says

A federal judge on Tues- 
day ordered the city of 
Cleveland to take the lead 
in clearing its backlog of un- 
finished investigations into 
citizen complaints against 
police officers. 


Despite an impassioned 
statement from the monitor 
tracking the city’s reform 
efforts, U.S. District Judge 
Solomon Oliver Jr. only told 
the city to meet with the 
monitor and the Justice De- 
partment to come up with 
a plan so investigators with 
the Office of Professional 


Standards can close the 383 
cases pending as of Tuesday. 
However, the judge said if 
the city does not address the 
issues soon, he could take 
more drastic measures. 

City Law Director Barbara 
Langhenry said that OPS is 
going through a transition 
period and that the city 


budgeted for two additional 
positions in 2018. 

Monitor Matthew Barge 
said that he has heard all 
the city’s excuses before. He 
said he didn’t know what 
the city had in terms of ad- 
ditional resources, but “the 
city needs to take this seri- 
ously.”

Oliver said he wants 
the new plan finished by 
mid-December. 

If the next plan doesn’t 
work, Oliver said he will 
hold another hearing, 
which would be more ad- 
versarial, and could involve 
“some remedies more in- 
trusive than trying to get it 
right.”

Access rules 


FCC chief 
set to end 
internet 

neutrality

The Federal Commu- 
nications Commission 
announced Tuesday that 
it planned to dismantle 
landmark regulations that 
ensure equal access to the 
internet, clearing the way 
for companies to charge 
more and block access to 
some websites. 

The proposal, put for- 
ward by FCC Chairman 
Ajit Pai, is a sweeping re- 
peal of rules put in place 
by the Obama administra- 
tion. The rules prohibited 
high-speed internet service 
providers from blocking or 
slowing down the delivery 
of websites, or charging 
extra fees for the best qual- 
ity of streaming and other 
internet services for their 
subscribers. Those limits 
are central to the concept 
called net neutrality.

Convention 
center chief 
wants to get 
city ‘known’

Not everyone was happy 
when, back in July 2014, 
Cleveland received word 
that it would host the 2016 
Republican National Con- 
vention. 

At the time, Ron King 
was executive director of the 
convention center in Dallas, 
one of two final contenders 
for the GOP gathering. 

“Dallas was very disap-

pointed that they did not 
get the RNC,” said King, 
who at the time had never 
been to Cleveland. 

He made his first trip in 
July, exactly a year after the 
Grand Old Party gathered 
in Northeast Ohio. He was 
so impressed, he decided 


to stick around — and run 
Cleveland’s downtown con- 
vention center. 

“T really fell in love with 
the city,” said King, 56, who 
started work at his new job 
in September.

Justice Department grants 


East Cleveland has agreed 
to report undocumented

East CLEVELAND — The 
city of East Cleveland 
agreed to report arrests of 
undocumented immigrants 
to federal authorities when 
it applied for Justice De- 
partment grant money that 
will be used to hire two new 
police officers, officials said. 

The Justice Department 
on Monday awarded more 
than $425,000 in grant 
money to the city, which re- 
quested the funding to com- 
bat street gangs. The city 
will use the money, from 
the Community Oriented 


Policing Services’ Hiring 
Program, to pay 75 percent 
of two full-time police offi- 
cers’ salaries and benefits 
for three years. 

The Justice Department 
gave special consideration to 
grant applicants who agreed 
to report undocumented im- 
migrants in police custody 
and let federal immigration 
agents into local jails. U.S. At- 
torney General Jeff Sessions 
said roughly 80 percent of 
the 179 police departments 
that received funding agreed 
to cooperate with federal im- 
migration agents.
